The Rev. Dr. Seldon P. De , ree 
tor of the Protestant Episcopal 
of St. Mary the Virgin, Forty-sixth 
St. condemned birth control in his 
sermon yesterday morning as a threat 
to the life of the church.

They reach- 
ed Baltimore March 28, 
1792, where they ‘were 
kindly  re- ceived by 
Bishop Car- roll 


May 25, 1798, Stephen Theodore Badin was ordained 
priest in the old cathedral church ‘of St. Peter’s, Balti- 
more. This ordination was the first that had taken place 
in the then territory of the United States. A few months 
after his ordination Father Badin was selected for the 
Kentueky mission. His appointment was a most suitable 
one. He was young, energetic; and, above all, fired with 
zeal for God’s glory and the salvation of souls.. The bis- 
hop gave him for a companion the Rev. M. Barrieres. 
Leaving Baltimore September 6, 1798, the two mission- 
aries travelled on foot to Pittsburgh, where they began 
their journey down the Ohio on a flat-boat. They. passed 
Wheeling and Marietta, and reached Gallipolis after 
seven days. Here they remained three days, rendering 
priestly service to the forlorn inhabitants—the remnant 
of a French settlement. They sang High Mass in the gar- 
rison of the placesand baptized forty chlidren. Proceed- 
ing on their way, thy reached Maysville, whence they 
journeyed on foot to Lexington, a distance of sixty-five 
miles. Father Badin’s first Mass in Kentucky was cele- 
brated at Lexington on the first Sunday of Advent. After 
a brief service of four months Father Barrieres left for 
New Orleans, and for three years Father Badin remained 
the only priest in Kentucky. The first object of the zeal- 
ous missionary was the restoration of the-strict discipline 
of the Church among those to whom he had been sent. 

Fathér:. Badin’s mission extended over hundreds of 
miles of térritory, and he.estimated the number of Catho- 
lic families at three hundred, He rarely lodged two con- 
secutive nights in the same house, and wherever he stop- 
ped for the night it was his invaria.'> custom to devote 
all his available timé to thé réligious instruction of the 
household, Between 1797. and 1803 three priests were 
added to the Kentucky mission. Two died and one left 
for Europe. Thus Father Badin was again alone, and 
from the spring of 1803 to the summer of 1805 his labors 
were so multiplied that relaxation, even for a day, was 
out of the question. The Catholic population was now 
three times greater than it had been when he was ap- 
pointed to the mission. Their homes were far apart, and 
the roads were. difficult-and sometimes dangerous. 

In 1819. Father Badin visited his native land. Rest, 
recuperation, and family affairs prompted him to return 
to Europe. Meanwhile the bishop,of his native town of- 
fered him.a choice of parishes, and he-accepted one near 
Orleans in 1820. - 

Father Badin returned to America in 1828, reached 
Kentucky in the fall of 1829, and in the spring of 1830 


to be erected nineteen years before. 

Though the venerable missionary was now in \his 
sixty-third year, he was in vigorous health and not afraid 
of work. In the summer Bishop Fenwick placed him in 
charge of the Pottawatomie Indian ‘mission in Indiana. 
He reached the scene of his labors in August, and he en- 
tered at once upon his task of Christian charity. Mean- 
while he paid occasional visits to the surrounding settle- 
ments of whites in Indiana, Ohio and Michigan. Logan- 
sport, South Bend, and Fort Wayne, Indiana, were regu- 
larly visited by him during his entire pastorate among 
the Pottawatomies. After five years of unremitting toil 
among the Indians he found himself prostrated physical- 
ly, and asked to be relieved. His request was granted. In 
1837 he was made vicar-general of Bardstown,- which of- 
fice he relinquished after two years, and spent the next 
ten years visiting the prominent congregations of the 
diocese. In 1846 he again severed his connection with the 
Kentucky mission and accepted a pastorate in Illinois un- 
der Bishop Quarter, but returned in- 1848. In August of 
the following year he astonished his friends by again tak- 
ing leave of them and of the diocese: He spent the last 
| three years of his life in Cincinnati with Archbishop Pur- 
| cell. The proto-prjest and. great missionary passed away 
in the house of the venerable prelate who had given him 


a home during the closing years of his life. He died 
April 21, 1853.

From that 
that time on the number of Japanese 
children attending the catechism class- 
es increased constantly, and it was 
not long before they brought their 
parents with them. 

The first Japanese adult was baptiz- 


‘ed in Brazil in August, 1926. At the 


present time the number of baptized 
Japanese converts is nearly one thous- 
and. Three priests are devoting 


themselves especially to work among 


the Japanese in the coun- 
try. The College of St. Francis Xav- 
ier has been founded especially for 
Japanese boys, and the attendance has 
become so large that new buildings 
must be constructed. The Japanese 
girls are admitted to the college di- 
rected by the Sisters of the Holy Fam- 
ily in Sao Paulo 
The Japanese Government, recogniz- 
ing that the conversion of the immi- 
grants to the Catholic Faith fits them 
better for life in Brazil, has not op- 
posed in any way the efforts made to 
them. On the other hand, 
it has forbidden Buddhist monks to 
work among the Japanses in Brazil. 
The apostolate among the Japanese 
in Brazil is at the present time one of 
themost fruitful among the Japanese 
in any land, and the zeal of the child 
at Sao Paulo promises to have far- 
reaching results.

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“God is Charity.”—I John iv, 16. 

It is philosophically as well as theologically plain that 
every attribute of God is equally infinite. His goodness and 
Jove and mercy which induced Him to create us, to come 
down among us, and to die for us, cannot be more infinite 
than the justice which compels Him to punish our disloy- 
alty. But the history of His dealings with man is a long 
serial stéry of His goodness and charity and mercy. Cen- 
turies before the chapters bearing on His greatest love were 
written, the psalmist sang: “His mercy is above all His 
works.” 

Several succeeding chapters were familiar to the peo- 
ple of only one little nation, but their spiritual leaders, to 
whom God had revealed future marvels of His love and 
mercy in behalf of all mankind, awakened in them an ardent 
Simeon-like longing to see the sequel of the story. They 
prayed and sighed that the “Desired of Nations” might 
come during their generation. He came during the peaceful 
reign of Caesar Augustus, in a manner known to you all. 
It was the day on which the “goodness of God, our Saviour,” 
became most apparent. On that day His goodness and love 
and mercy so coalesced that the Apostle felt justified in 
declaring: “God IS charity.” 

The lesson which men seem to have learned from the 
first Christmas is not so much the love of God for them and 
the reciprocity which that love calls for, but rather the love 
they should bear one another, born of the spirit of good will. 

This is not to be minimized, for it is in harmony with 
the second great Commandment of the Lord, with the new 
commandment: “A new Commandment I give unto you that 
you love one another as I have loved you. By this shall all 
men know that you are my disciples if_you have love one for 
another” (John xiii, 34). The spirit of benevolence, of 
brotherly love, is inculcated over and over in the Epistles 
and Gospels read to the people at Sunday Mass. We read, 
for instance: “If God has so loved us, we also ought to love 
one another” (John iv, 12); “This Commandment we have 
from God, that he, who loveth God, love also his brother” 
(John iv, 21); “Be ye all of one mind, having compassion one 
for another” (I Peter iii, 8).

That beautiful 
antiphon, “sub tuum  praesi- 
dium,” is taken from one of his 
discourses; and, according to a’ 
pious tradition, on a certain 
occasion, when he was preach- 
ing at Aquila on the Immacu- 
Tate Conception, “a brilliant 
star appeared above his head, 
as though to confirm the truth' 
of his words.” For this reason 
he is sometimes represented 
with the monogram of the Sac- 
red Name in his hands, and a 
star above his head.
